PLANE ON FIRE, STUDENT 
MAKES FIRST LEAP SAFELY 


Takes to Parachute : at 1200 Feet, 
Ship Crashes and Burns at 
Parks Airport. 

Alvah Knight, flying 
leaped from a burning airplane at 
Parks Airport, south of East St.

UF STOCK DEAL IN 
ALLEGED SWINDLE 


Testifies James C. McKay 
Put Up $110,500 of 
$177,000 Paid to Woman 
for Sale of Shares. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—Joseph M. 
Fuetsch, former assistant cashier 
of the Riverside Bank of Reno, 
Ney., testified today that James C. 
McKay furnished $110,500 of $177,- 
000 paid to Miss Kathrin K. Beeson 
for the sale of her stock. Miss Bee- 
son has testified she was fleeced 
out of the $177,000. 

McKay and William J. Graham, 
Reno gamblers and night club oper- 
ators, are on trial on mail fraud 
charges. They are accused of hav- 
ing “greased” the sale of securities 
of swindle victims at the Riverside 
Bank. 

Fuetsch, chief Government wit- 
ness in the first trial of McKay and 
Graham, told of the alleged Beeson 
transaction. 

Miss Beeson, wealthy spinster of 
New York and Pittsburgh, has tes- 
tified that she was lured to Reno 
by confidence men, and there in- 
duced to sell securities through the 
Riverside Bank for $177,000, which 
amount, she declared, she lost in 
the stock market swindling game, 


Testimony of Fuetsch. 

McKay entered the bank and in- 
quired about the progress of the 
Beeson transaction, said Fuetsch. 

“I said Miss Beeson could not be 
paid that day—that the bank did 
not have the funds,’ the witness 
testified. “Later that day McKay 
returned with $110,000 in cash for 
Miss Besson. Frisch (Roy Frisch, 
missing cashier of the bank) gave 
him a cashier’s check.” 

The check was admitted as evi- 
dence. 

“Does it bear Mr. McKay’s signa- 
ture?” asked George Pfann, Gov- 
ernment attorney. “No, he said he 
didn’t want his name on it,” replied 
Fuetsch. Fuetsch said McKay cash- 
ed the check about two days later. 

Identifies Checks as Graham’s. 

Feutsch then identified cashier's 
checks which he said were  pur- 
chased by Graham and made pay- 
able to confidence men—to pay 
them off, the prosecution main- 
tains. All of the checks were 
made out by Frisch. 

“Did the bank guarantee Miss 
Beeson’'s signature to her stock cer- 
tificates when the sale was made 
through a New York bank?” asked 
Pfann. 

“Yes,” said Fuetsch. “Frisch told 
me that McKay guaranteed her ac- 
count. Frisch told me, also, that 
McKay told him he wanted Miss 
Beeson paid for her stocks at once.”

Government Asks for Writ of Cer- 
tiorari After Adverse Ruling in 
Kentucky. 

E’'y the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—Anoth- 
er new deal test was carried to the 
Supreme Court today when the 
Government asked it to review the 
PWA’s slum clearance case _ in 
Louisville. 

If the Supreme Court grants the 
writ of certiorari asked by the Gov- 
ernment, the PWA case will be 
heard with other new deal tests on 
AAA, PWA and TVA during the 
court session which opens Oct. 7. 

The case arose when the Govern- 
ment asked the Federal! courts of 
Kentucky for an order condemning 
certain lands there for PWA low 
cost housing and slum’ clearance 
projects.

The Sixth: Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, in a two to one decision, up- 
held the district court ruling, de- 
ciding that slum clearance was not 
a “public purpose” and therefore 
could not justify condemnation.

BOMB THROWN 
IN YARD DAMAGES 
J, CUNEO HOME 


Gas-Fitting Contractor Lays 


Attack to Union Dispute 
Over Job at General Mo- 


tors Plant. 


A bomb exploded in the front 
yard at the home of Louis J. Cu- 
neo, gas-fitting contractor, 2614 
Madison street, last midnight, dam- 
aging the residence and other 
homes on both sides of the street. 
No one was injured. 


Cuneo performed service and in- 
stallation work for the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. during the strike of union 
gas house workers between March 
28 and July 16 last. His home and 
equipment was closely guarded by 
police during the strike, hut the po- 
lice guard was removed when the 
strike was settled. 

The bomb, believed to have been 
thrown over the fence by men who 
fled in an automobile, exploded 
within three feet of the front wall 
of the small two-story brick resi- 
dence. Cuneo and his wife were 
in an upstairs bedroom. The blast, 
which aroused the neighborhood, 
damaged the foundation of the 
house, blew in the front door, 
cracked plaster and smashed 20 
panes of glass. Cuneo estimated 
the damage at between $400 and 


Windows were broken in homes 
on each side of the Cuneo resi- 
dence, from 2600 Madison to 2622, 
and across the street from 2601 to 
2611. Glass ‘was strewn over yards 
and sidewalks. No particle of the 
bomb was found. 

In a statement to police and re 
porters, Cuneo said he thought the 
attack was the result of a juris 
dictional controversy between the 
Gas House Workers’ Union and 
Steam & Gas Fitters’ United Asso- 
ciation, Local 562, over the installa- 
tion of a gas main at the General 
Motors plant, Union boulevard and 
Natural Bridge avenue. 

The portion of the work inside 
the plant premises was claimed by 
Local 562 under a_ (jurisdiction 
award and he took over the job 
yesterday with six members of that 
organization, Cuneo explained. A 
group of men stood near the gate 
when he and his men entered the 
plant yesterday morning and he 
overheard the remark, “we will get 
that ——,” Cuneo said. 

The gas strike was marked by 
several bombings and many assaults 
on Cuneo’s workers, police and ci- 
villian guards.

Louisiana Left With Debts, No 
Successor to Dictator, “Only a 
Passion for Guns.”

LONDON, Sept. 12.—One of the 
harshest comments ever made in a 
leading British newspaper on the 
passing of a notable American was 
directed yesterday at Huey Long. 
Under the headline, “The Long 
Legacy,” the London Star said, in 
an editorial: 

“Huey Long was the dictator of 
Louisiana, one of the Southern 
states whose politics are still rot- 
ten from the days of slavery and 


the Civil War. He has left the 
usual legacy of dictators. Long is 
dead. But Louisiana still has to 


live to pay its debts, which Long 
multiplied by 14. 

“Now the State has a chance to 
see that the methods of dictator- 
ship are the methods of death. 
He left no successor, no system, no 
ideas for development, but only a 
passion for guns.”

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TWO CAUGHT IN CAVE-IN 
ONLY SLIGHTLY HURT 


Laborers Were Buried for 15 
Minutes Under Several 
Feet of Earth. 


Two laborers, employed on a 
sewer construction project near the 
route of the new express highway 
to Forest Park, were slightly in- 
jured yesterday afternoon, when 
the earthen walls of a trench for 
the sewer caved in at the southeast 
corner of Sarah and Gratiot streets 
They were buried under several feet 
of earth. 

The men were Ernest Bartoni, 
7716 Vermont avenue, and Michael 
Hughes, 2308 Lynch street, both 
employes of the Powers-Thompson 
Co., 4534A Papin street, which is 
installing the sewer. After the 
cave-in, firemen uncovered the 
heads of the men, buried under 
about four inches of earth, in 15 
minutes. About 15 minutes later, a 
rope was put around Bartoni’s 
waist and he was pulled out. 
Hughes, after the earth had been 
removed from around him, walked 
out unassisted. Both men smoked 
cigarettes and joked with their 
rescuers as they were being pulled 
out. 

After treatment at City Hospital 
for abrasions of the face, Hughes 
was sent home. Bartoni remained 


at the hospital with an injury to his 


right shoulder. 

John C, Oliver, superintendent for 
the company, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the men were in the 
trench, 12 feet in depth, preparing 
to reinforce the earthen walls with 
boards, when the walls caved in. 


NEW CLEW IN SEARGH 
FOR THE LUSITANIA 


Harbor Master Finds Paper on 
Which He Wrote Bearings 
When Ship Was Torpedoed.

ABOARD SALVAGE SHIP 
ORPHIR, Sept. 12.—Capt. Russell 
received a new clew in his search 
for the Lusitania when Harbor 
Master Coleman of Kinsale turned 
over a document on which he wrote 
the liner’s bearings when it was 
torpedoed. Coleman had remem- 
bered some time ago that he had 
the paper but just discovered it yes- 
terday. 

Nevertheless, Capt. Russell is 
sticking to the path of scientific 
elimination for the present, and is 
holding Coleman's evidence in re- 
serve. 

The deep depression predicted 
Tuesday by the Air Ministry hit the 
Orphir as it left the lower cove 
of Kinsale yesterday morning. The 
heaviest Atlantic swell that has yet 
struck the expedition was breasted, 

The seas piled up 40 feet in the 
air before breaking. Sometimes the 
Orphir’s bow cracked down into a 
trough, sending the stern clear out 
of the water, so that from amid- 
ships one could see it rise higher 
than the bridge before hitting the 
water with a sickening thud. 

Visibility was nil and it became 
impossible to take accurate bear- 
ings. Capt. Russell kept long vigils 
on the bridge, with only one man 
at the wheel. The captain gazed 
with unwearying patience at the 
echo sounder’s recordings, hoping 
for some sign of the Lusitania.

If Stubbs had no satis- 
factory explanation of his absence 
from duty, Wall added, the suspen- 
sion would be permanent. 

Two Policemen Hit. 

Two policemen were wounded 
slightly as they pursued Fontana 
across the courtyard between City 
Hall and the Municipal Courts 
Building toward which he had 
fied. The Recorder’s office, on the 
west side of the first floor of the 
City Hall, overlooks the courtyard 
and the bullets which wounded the 
policemen may have been wild 
shots which came from there. 

Fontana was the only one of the 
four wounded badly enough to re- 
quire hospitalization today. He was 
shot four times, in the right hip, 
thigh and ankle and in the left 
thigh. 

One bullet grazed Stubbs’ lefi 
cheek, leaving an abrasion. An- 
other struck Patrolman Jonathan 
Painter in the left leg. Police 
Chauffeur Arthur Sullivan, who re- 
sponded to a radio call with Painter 
and assisted him in the arrest of 
Fontana, was shot in both feet and 
one ankle.

CHARLES NORRIS 


Medical Examiner 
Proved That Gambler El- 
well Did 
Suicide Succumbs at 68.

NEW YORK, Sept. 12. — Dr. 
Charles Norris, chief medical ex- 
aminer for the city since 1918 and 
a widely known authority on medi- 


tector of crime, died suddenly last 
night. He was 68 years old. 
During the 17 years that he held 
his office, which corresponds to 
that of coroner in other cities, he 
performed more than 25,000 autop- 
sies. He was the model for the 
scientific detective of modern fic- 
tion. 

His most outstanding case was 
that of Joseph B. Elwell, gambler

Elwell, who amassed a fortune 
teaching bridge at $10 an hour and 
playing with wealthy friends for 
high stakes, also played fast and

Police were sure it 
was suicide but they waited for Dr. 
Norris. 

As soon as Dr. Norris saw the 
.45-caliber shell he shook his head 
and told the police to mark the case 
down as a murder. He was confi- 
ent the pistol had been held several 
inches from the head, and so not 
even a contortionist could have shot 
himself straight between the eyes. 


Elwell died without recovering 
consciousness. The autopsy bore 
out Dr. Norris’ theory that the pistol 
was held several inches from El- 
well’s head. 


Murderer Never Discovered. 


The murder mystery never was 
solved. Police plunged into their 
investigation with all their re- 
sources, but powerful influences 
kept the names of many persons out 
of print. One daughter of a fi- 
nancial family came to Ehlvwell’s 
house on the afternoon of the myr- 
der, not knowing that he had been 
shot. The authorities bundled her 
off before her name got out. 


Norris maintained that he was 
morally certain who the murderer 
was and that He—or she—continued 
to live in New York. Asked once 
why he did not reveal the name, 
he replied: “What's the use?” 


Little data on gunshot wounds 
was available when Norris began 
his career as a scientific criminolo- 
gist. Finding at once that this was 
a handicap in his work, Dr. Norris 
began collecting every type of fire- 
arm. He spent wéeks shooting the 
weapons from all angles and dis- 
tances. A detective captain was 
specially detailed to help him. The 
result was a handbook of compila- 
tions that is used by detectives the 
world over. 


Dr. Norris and his aids were re- 
sponsible for sending men to the 
electric chair, but they also saved 
the innocent from apparent circum- 
stantial evidence. In 1926 police ar- 
rested a man who was half way 
hrough with his task of dismember- 
ing the body of a neighbor’s errant 
wife. The man stubbornly refused 
“ answer any questions of the po- 
ce. 


Dr. Norris arrived, took one look 
at the torso and remarked: “This 
is no murder. It’s carbon monoxide 
poisoning.” 
believe Norris and the man went to 
trial. A toxicologist, not employed 
by Dr. Norris, testified that his 
chemical analysis verified the Nor- 
ris theory. Norris, on being asked 
how he made his diagnosis, replied. 
“Simple. Carbon monoxide always 
leave a pink discoloration of the 
skin. The blood showed a pinkish 
tinge, too. My chauffeur, who is 
quite good at such things, saw this 
right away.” 

As Norris figured the case, the 
man and woman became drunk +»- 
gether, a stove generated carbon 
monoxide; the woman, being wea- 
er than the man, died, and he 
awoke beside her body. Believing 
that he had killed her while intoxi- 
cated, the man, still half drunk, un- 
dertook to dispose of her body. 

The Dot King Murder. 

New York’s crime sensation of 
1923, the murder of Dorothy Kee- 
nan, better known as Dot King, 
might easily have been solved, Dr. 
Norris maintained, had it not been 
for a literal-minded traffic officer.

Dr. Norris, a descendant of the 
colonial Norisses who founded Nor- 
ristown, Pa. attended Sheffield 
Scientific School, Yale, and the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons, 
Columbia University. He studied in 
Vienna, Berlin and Goettingen, re- 
turning to these places to teach 
pathology. 

Having resources that allowed him 
to be independent, he held his posi- 
tion as chief medical examiner pure- 
ly because of his love for the work. 
Twice, as a result of attempted po- 
litical interference with his work 
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and cuts in his budget he submitted 
his resignation only to have it re- 
fused.

Tony will be 27 years of age Nov. 
6 He began boxing in New Or- 
leans when he was 12 years old as a 
72-pound amateur. In the interven- 
ing period. he has won the junior 
amateur bantamweight champion- 
ship, the featherweight, lightweight 
and junior welterweight profes- 
sional titles. He has had about 140 
fights, receiving as much as $30,000 
for one and as low as $40 for many 
of them. : 

“But,” said Tony, “I have trav- 
eled to many places and I have met 
a lot of people. I have helped to 
fill out a meager grammar _ school 
education with my travels. I feel 
fine, I have had no serious injuries 
from boxing, my health is great and 
my financial condition not bad. So 
all in all I would say that boxing 
has been a great benefit to me and 
I have enjoyed all of it.” 

“When are you going to quit?” 
he was asked. “You have won titles 
and money, you have been about as 
far as you can possibly go, so how 
much longer do you care to carry 
on?” 

He’s Not Ready to Quit. 
“I have been asked that question 
a thousand times,” laughed Tony, 
showing a set of teeth which would 
put sOme movie stars to shame, 
“and al] I can tell you_is, I don’t 
know. When [I reach the _ point 
where I’m not ducking those left 
hooks as I should, where I am tak- 
ing a beating, then I'll say to my- 
self, ‘Tony, you have been at it too 
long, and it is time to hang up 
the gloves.’” 
Canzoneri is a personsble young 
man. The worst marks he shows 
for his years in the ring is a long 
scar under an eye which he says 
he got in a gymnasium bout in 
training for a contest with Battling 
Shaw, and a somewhat flattened 
nose, made that way, he says, “from 
saying ‘Hello’ to left jabs.” 
However, he would not dissuade a 
young man from following the box- 
ing profession if he likes it, and 
not just for the money he thinks 
is in it. He believes it builds up 
the body and character. He has had 
some hard knocks in the ring, the 
hardest from the right hand of 
Benny Bass in their bout for the 
featherweight championship, when 
Benny landed so hard in the elev- 
enth round that Tony fought the 
following four rounds’ without 
knowing what it was all about. 

Mandell Cleverest Boxer. 
That was when he won the title 
and Benny has claimed since that 
he broke a collarbone in the fight. 
“T don’t see how a man _ could 
punch so hard as he did with a 
broken collarbone,” smiled Tony. 
The cleverest boxer he has met 
was Sammy Mandell, former light- 
weight champion of the world, and 
probably the toughest fight he ever 
had was with Bud Taylor in Chi- 
cago in 1927. 

“It was just, sock, sock, from 
the starting bell to the finish” said 
Tony, “my eye was cut and his 
was swollen, but we fought toe 
to toe all the way. He was to

Tony won the lightweight cham- 
pionship from Al Singer with a 
knockout which was _ considered 
quite an upset at the time and 
later added the junior welterweight 
title by knocking out Kid Berg of 
England in Chicago. He lost the 
lightweight crown to Barney Ross 
but Tony doesn’t believe he did. 


Thinks He Won From Koss. 

“IT don’t think Barney beat me in 
our first fight in Chicago” he said, 
“I believe I had the better of every 
phase of it. The second fight in 
New York was closer but I still 
think I won it. 

“And that reminds me I don’t 
think a title should ever be taken 
away from a champion on a divid- 
ed decision. If he loses so far that 
there is no doubt about it, all well 
and good, but in my fight with 
Ross in Chicago the opinion was 
divided and it took them many min- 
utes to add up their score cards. 
Then one was for Ross and one 
for me with a difference of a point 
or two. I don’t think a man should 
lose a championship by such a 
close margin. 

“Perhaps the better system would 
be to put an honest referee in the 
ring and leave it up to him. The 
two judges, in ua close fight, usually 
disagree anyway and put the ref- 
eree in the middle so why not leave 
it to him rather than to a banker 
or a grocery clerk judge?” 

Canzoneri has long been known 
as a top-rank boxer who seldom, 
if ever, turned in an unpleasing 
contest. And to achieve that dis- 
tinction he had to come in the ring 
in good physical condition. So he 
was asked about his training rou- 
tine. 

“T usually hit the road for 3% 
miles in the morning” he remarked 
“with boxing, bag punching and 
calisthenics in the afternoon. I 
eat two meals a day, breakfast at 
10 in the morning and dinner about 
5 in the evening. I have never 
weighed much over 135 pounds for 
any of my fights. 

He Likes to Play Golf. 

“For diversion I play golf when 
I can, I like golf, and I like to 
see the horses run although I don’t 
bet much on them. I like baseball, 
too, and the New York Yankees 


don’t know much about the differ- 
ence between the clubs or the 
major leagues.” 

Tony lives on a farm at Marlbor- 
ough, Mass., with his mother, fa- 
ther, three brothers and two sisters. 
One brother attends Alabama U, 
and another Syracuse University. 
And Tony is helping them through. 
None of the younger Canzoneris 1s 
married—neither is Tony.

WASHINGTON, Servt. i2.—Ger- 
many on Oct, 15 will lose all tariff 
reductions granted bv the United 
States in reciprocal trade pacts, of- 
ficial sources disclosed today, be- 
cause of asserted persistent and 
flagrant discriminations against 
American imports there. 

The termination of tariff bene- 
fits, attributed to the State Depart- 
ment, was interpreted as instituting 
a new policy in American foreign 
trade. 

Secretary of State Hull, it was 
learned authoritatively, has _ noti- 
fied Dr. Hans Luther, the German 
Ambassador, that after Oct. 15 all 
German imports into the United 
States must pay the highest pre- 
vailing duty rates. 

By that action, this country es- 
tablishes for the first time in many 
years a two-column tariff schedule, 
one with normal rates for countries 
which grant equality of treatment 
for American goods, and another 
higher schedule for countries which 
discriminate against American 
goods.

A Defense of Automobile Taxation. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N editorial in the Post-Dispatch of 

Sept. 9 contains two sob . sentences 
which you may be kind enough to ex- 
plain: “He (the motorist) has just cause 


‘for protest in the growing diversion of 


gasoline tax funds from their original 
purpose, highway building.” Also, “It is 
clearly an injustice to add to the motor- 
ist’s already heavy tax load.” 

In the first place, why is this a “diver- 
sion”? Tobacco, the one luxury of the very 
poor, is the most heavily taxed article in 
use; yet you have never publicly advo- 
cated using ALL tobacco-tax money for 
the exclusive benefit of tobacco users. A 
similar case could be made out for any 
number of other heavily taxed articles. 

In regard to the second statement, why 
is it so unjust to tax the motorist? Just a 
few days ago, a city official proposed dou- 
bling the motorcycle police squad as the 


-only possible means of enforcing traffic 


laws. In the same issue of your paper, 
Gen. Johnson is quoted as saying: “The 
toll of automobile accidents mounts and 
takes the world’s brightest and best. Yet 
there is hardly a case that does not rest 
on a clear disregard for piain rules of 
prudence,” 

It has long been perfectly clear to any 
disinterested observer that our police 
force is entirely inadequate in numbers 
tc make our streets reasonably safe from 
the considerable number of reckless mo- 
torists who will not observe any law un- 
less forced to do so. Prominent police of- 
ficials have explained our crime wave 
partly by the fact that too many officers 
are “diverted” from true police duties to 
(attempted) traffic enforcement. 

If the motorist were to pay for main- 
taining that part of the city and State po- 
lice detailed to traffic duty, installation 


- and upkeep of traffic signals, grade-cross- 


ing elimination, street and highway im- 
provement, and even a small part of the 
damages due to accidents (of which prob- 
ably only an insignificant percentage are 
reported), he would pay far more heavily 
than he does now. In your opinion, it is 
probably entirely “just” that the small

Long and Caesar.

UEY P. LONG, the Julius Caesar of 
his day, is dead. Long, like Caesar, 
triumphed over his enemies. His strategy 
rarely failed him and those who opposed 
him were crushed or driven into the 
ranks of his legions. 

Neither Caesar nor Long was all bad. 
Caesar built roads in Gaul, as Long did in 
Louisiana, Both strove against the power 
and influence of vested interests, Caesar 
to redistribute the lands of Italy and 
Long to redistribute the wealth of indi- 
viduals and corporations. Both aspired 
for the public weal. 

But with the growth of Caesar’s power, 
he persecuted his enemies and sought to 
destroy Rome’s democracy.

Long, through fear of his vengeance 
or through reward for allegiance, sur- 
rounded himself with political allies who 
were willing to do his bidding and sup- 
port his reign of ruthless power.

Anent the Constitution. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


O those familiar with the construction 
and formation of the Constitution of 
the United States, and the wranglings, 
quarrels, disagreements, additions and 
alterations to which it was subjected be- 
fore being completed by the fathers of the 
republic, it may not appear such an aill- 
time infallible document. 
Of the 65 delegates chosen 


from the 


states, 10 did not attend the convention. 


Of those in attendance, 16 declined to 
sign the Constitution when it was com- 
pleted and submitted to the states for 
ratification in September, 1787. The last 
of the-13 states, Rhode Island, ratified it 
_in May, 1790, by convention, by a vote of 
34 for to 32 against. Conventions in only 
three states—Delaware, New Jersey and 
Georgia—passed it unanimously. In the 
remaining 10 states, there was cast a to- 
tal of 974 votes in favor of it and 576 
against it. 

There wére originally only seven arti- 
cles. Since then there have been added 
21 amendments; all to meet new condi- 
tions. Congress represents 120,000,000 
American citizens; approximately 40,000,- 
000 voters, The Congressmen are in 
Washington te do what we would do if 
we were there. If it appears to a ma- 
jority of the Congress assembled that a 
certain law is essential to the welfare of 
the country, isn’t it reasonable that such 
a law should be put into effect? If such 
a procedure, applicable to present condi- 
tions, disagrees with prinaiples which ex- 
isted 148 years ago when the Constitution 
was written, it is certainly not treason.

FOR AN UNEMPLOYMENT CENSUS. 


Mr. Roosevelt's letter to Roy Howard is being crit- 
icised both for things he said and for things he did 
not mention. Among the latter is the problem of the 
unemploved, of whom it is assamed there are 10,000,- 
000. Mr. Roosevelt might answer this charge in two 
ways: He might say that the problem is now being 
attacked with the four-billion-dollar work fund, de- 
signed to employ all persons able to work, leaving 
the remainder to the care of states and municipali- 
ties, which always assumed care of unemployables 
before the depression. Or he might, in Socratic fash- 
ion, demand, “How do you know there are 10,000,000 
persons out of work?” 

The fact is, no one knows the extent of the army 
of the unemployed. From time to time, estimates 
are made by the American Federation of Labor. 
Other estimates are made by the National Industrial 
Conference Board. Still other estimates are made 
by other organizations and individuals. Some of the 
estimates are carefully made. Others are mere 
guesses. But they are all estimates. They leave the 
fundamental fact and problem of the depression— 
the unemployment situation—shrouded in mystery. 

At the very pit of the depression, it was generally 
accepted that the total number of unemployed was 
about 13,000,000. So that estimators now canclude 
that there has been improvement to the extent of re- 
employment of 3,000,000. But no one knows for sure. 
In the last few months, there have been many indi- 
cations that business is better. Steel operations have 
increased, residential building has come to life, au- 
tomobile sales are higher, etc., etc. What effect, if 
any, has this tendency had upon the total unem- 
ployment figure? 

What we are getting at is that some 
should be devised to take the unemployment census. 
To furnish exact facts instead of guesses and esti- 
mates. We have, to be sure, relief statistics, but they 
include women, children and unemployables. If it 
can be shown that the unemployment situation is im- 
proving, it would have a tonic effect upon the. coun- 
try. It would inspire confidence and stimulate busi- 
ness and hence give employment added impetus. If 
it is getting worse, the country should know that, too, 

In a sketch of the late Dwight W. Morrow in 
Scribner’s Magazine, J. C. Long, the author, says: 
“He (Morrow) was anxious to get away to think 
things through without interruption, and in the sum- 
mer of 1931 he retired again to North Haven, deter- 
mined to subordinate everything to a study of un- 
employment. Characteristically, he gathered about 
him both men and books. He was planning to finance 
a survey to determine, first of all, how many of the 
nation were unemployable, and how large was the 
real total of those who wished work and could not 
get it.’ However, Mr. Morrow died in October of 
that year. To his brilliant mind, such a survey was 
the starting point for the study of the depression. 
Four years have elapsed, and it has not yet been 
made. 

The administration had an elaborate plan to take 
an unemployment census, but dropped it recently, for 
political reasons, as some intimate. Gen. Hugh 
Johnson some months ago suggested a much sim- 
pler and cheaper plan, modeled after the draft reg- 
istrations during the war. Actual operation of Gen. 
Johnson's plan would take a single day. It could 
easily be repeated from time to time. The country 
would-no longer be in the dark on unemployment. 
But no matter what plan is tried, some way should 
be found to give the country the facts. 
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WHAT’S THE WORD? 

It was only a few weeks ago that Secretary Ickes 
made a positive, emphatic and unmistakable asser- 
tion. He said: “There is no rift, schism, clash, row, 
breach, break or misunderstanding between me and 
Harry Hopkins over the work-relief program.” 

Now Mr. Ickes has gone to Hyde Park to discuss 
certain matters with the President. Mr. Hopkins, it 
develops, has a viewpoint rather different from that 
of Mr. Ickes on these matters, and has, in fact, re- 
jected 2000 PWA projects recommended by the Sec- 
retary of the Interior.

LEY LONG is not a Fascist in the sense 
H that he already has a philosophy of the 

state and its function in expressing the 
individual. He is plain dictator. He rules, 


and opponents had better stay out of his 


way. He punishes all who thwart him with 
grim, relentless, efficient vengeance. 

But to say this does not make him wholly 
intelligible, One does not understand the 
problem of Huey Long or measure the men- 
ace he represents to American democracy 
until one admits that he has done a vast 
amount of good for Louisiana. He has this 
to justify all that is corrupt and peremptory 
in his methods. Taken all in all, I do not 
know any man who has accomplished so 
much that I approve of in one State in four 
years, at the same time that he has done 
so much that I dislike. .It is a thoroughly 
perplexing, paradoxical record. 

If he were to die today, and the fear and 
hatred of him died, too, and an honest group 
of politicians came into control of Louisiana, 
they would find a great deal to thank Huey 
Long for. He has reshaped the organism 
of an archaic State government, centralized 
it, made it easy to operate efficiently. Most 
important of all, he has shifted the weight 
of taxation from the poor, who were crippled 
under it, to the shoulders that can bear it, 
He has increased the debt of the State from 
$11,000,000 to nearly $150,000,000, the second 
largest per capita debt in the Union, But 
each stage of debt increase has been fi- 
nanced with new taxation. While the State 
has benefited from most of the money spent 
and its credit has been maintained at a high 
level, he has relieved the poor from many 
taxes and arranged for an earlv exemption 
of all property of $2000 or under.

Says “Tendency to Penalize Busi- 
ness Bigness” Causes Dividend 
“Uncertainty.”

NEW YORK, Sept. 12. — Stock- 
holders of General Motors Corpo- 
ration received a letter yesterday 
from Alfred P. Sloan Jr., president, 
in which he cited the “unusual un- 
certainty” sutrounding the corpora- 
tion’s dividend policy. 

Stressing the inclination of Gen- 
eral Motors directors “to pass on 
the largest possible Share of the 
earnings consistent with the needs 
of the business,” Sloan turned to 
“other considerations.” 

Among these considerations he 
included the need for “adequate 
protection against such hazards as 
the political tendency of today to 
penalize business bigness through 
discriminatory taxes and otherwise. 

With the letter was inclosed a 
check to each shareholder “reépre- 
senting a regular quarterly dividend 
of 50 cents per share and an extra 
dividend of 25 cents per share,” de- 
clared on Aug. 5.

A resolution alleging that wages 
paid by the Works Progress Ad- 


Iilinois were “at

union wage scale. 

Carl H. Bauer, State director of 
the Illinois Public Works Admini- 
stration, in an address said he 
would indorse any move toward 
placing of the WPA program in 
the State under Public Works Ad- 
ministration.

ATTACKS HIS FIRM’S SUIT 
AGAINST GUFFEY COAL ACT 


Director of Kentucky Company 
Asks Court to Enjoin It “Manda- 
torially” to Obey Law. 

By the Associated Press. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 12.—De- 
fending the constitutionality of the 
Guffey coal act, G. H. Clark, a di- 
rector and stockholder of the R. C. 
Tway Coal Co, filed suit in Federal 
Court today attacking the com- 
pany’s action in joining with 15 
other coal companies of Harlan 
County in a suit testing the va- 
lidity of the act. Clark asked for 
a court decree to enjoin “manda- 
torially” the company to adhere to 
the legislation. 
Unless the company complies with 
the act, Clark’s petition says, it will 
be subject to “disastrous loss which 
will lead to bankruptcy,” and be sub- 
ject to a fine of $10,000. The peti- 
tion defended the right of Congress 
to regulate the production of coal 
and impose a tax of 15 per cent on 
the sale price of the product at the 
mines of non-compliers.

CUSTODIAN OF ESTATES 
HELD FOR SHORTAGES 


Said to Admit Use of Money 
to Save Small 
Hotels. 


Edwin Heinz, former proprietor 
of three small downtown hotels, was 
arrested yesterday on warrants 
charging embezzlement of $3077 
from two estates of which he was 


custodian. 

Police reported he made a state- 
ment admitting the shortages 
charged in warrants issued yester- 
day after an investigation by As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Herman 
Olian, and said he had used the 
money in an unsuccessful attempt 
to save his hotels—the Lee, 410A 
Market street, where he resides, the 
Jack and the Acme. 

Heinz was named executor in the 
will of John Griffin, and took 
charge of the estate appraised at 
$5653 Jan. 19, 1931. He was unable 
to account for $2639. 

When James Gilmour died, Heinz 

was appointed administrator by the 
Probate Court Feb. 26, 1932. The 
estate was valued at $3054 and 
Heinz was short $438. 
“I don’t know where the money 
went,” said the 58-year-old prisoner 
last night at Police Headquarters 
where he was held, unable to make 
$6000 bond. “The hotels were in bad 
shape and I thought by taking a 
little from the estate funds I could 
keep them operating and pay back 
what I borrowed.” 

When Heinz failed to make regu- 
lar accountings of the estates, he 
was arrested on a citation by Pro- 
bate Judge Arnold. The warrants 
were based on complaints by Frank 
E. Morris, clerk of the Probate 
Court.

California Court Rules on Bank’s 

Plea That Emergency Justify- 

' {ng State Law Has Passed.

LOS ANGELES,’ Sept. 12. — Su- 
perior Judge Emmet H. Wilson, in 
upholding the constitutionality of 
the California Mortgage Act of 
1935, said yesterday that from a 
legal standpoint the depression is 
not over.

Blend sugar and flour. Add rest 
of ingredients and cook slowly un- 
til thick and creamy.

One teaspoon vinegar. 

One-haif cup water. 

One egg white, beaten. 

One-quarter teaspoon vanilla.

How a St. Louis Couple 
Remodeled Two-Room 
Cottage Into a Charm- 
ing Country House

GLORIOUS view over the val- 
A ley and sturdy stone walls are 

what first attracted Mr. and 
Mrs. Norman Dutson to the little 
two-room cottage out on the Bar- 
rett Station road. After they had 
finished remodeling it, it became 
not only a charming country home 
but also a prize winner in a nation- 
al contest. John A. Lorenz, the 
architect, has so skillfully remod- 
eled and added on to the. original 
structure that it is now difficult to 
tell which is the old and which the 
new. In fact, his work has been 
done so adroitly that he was re- 
cently awarded the medal for the 
State of Missouri in a nation-wide 
contest conducted by a national 
magazine on remodeling and reno- 
vating. 

In going over the walls of the old 
house which are of stone, original-

so the name Rubinoff has been
